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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, 2, 5, 6, 14, 25, drawn to apparatus and method of a transmitting 
device which include receiving a remote signal designating which antennas to 
use and act on the remote signal by turn on the antenna for use in 
transmission, classified in class 455, subclass 68. 

II. Claim 3, 4, 29-31 , 15, 26, drawn to apparatus and method an internal process 
of the transmitting device include act on the instruction and assign which 
antenna, classified in class 455, subclass 97. 

III. Claim 7, 8, 11-13, 16, 27, drawn to apparatus and method of a receiving 
device that receive a designation signal and act on the information by turning 
on the receiver to receive data, classified in class 455, subclass 151 .1 

IV. Claim 9, 10, 30, 17, 28, drawn to apparatus and method of an internal process 
of the receiving device that act on the instruction and assign which antenna 
to receive, classified in class 455 subclass 121. 

V. Claims 1 8-20, drawn to wireless system which include limitations of claims 1 
and 7, classified in class 455, subclass 500. 

VI. Claims 21 , 23 and 24, drawn to wireless system of a transmitting device and 
receiving device using anisotropically positioned antennas, instruction to 
individually select plurality of antennas for transmitting and receiving, base on 
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condition, for the transmitting or receiving, classified in class 455, subclass 
422.1. 

VII. Claims 22, drawn to wireless system of a transmitting device and receiving 
device that activating the plurality of antennas in a predetermined sequence, 
classified in class 455, subclass 13.3. 

2. Inventions I to VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination l-VII has separate utility as 
described above The record does not show inventions I and II are obvious variant, or 
overlap in scope. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104.
